The Titanic faster iti many respects ranks us (he worst marine 


tragedy on record. Never did such a Uivge or costly ship bear so muuy to a 
wutcrv g'ruve; never in any disaster ut'sca (lid Eo.muny wealthy men perish. 
The Wlrite SUir company lias had too mnny mishaps in recent yeurs to 
command the conlidcncu of the public. Captain Sniitli, who was in charge 


•of the Titanic, had been captain of the Olympic when that vessel collided 


with the British cruiser Htnvke. Having heen exonerated lie was placed in 
charge, of the Titanic and had scarcely Assumed control of.the vessel when 
the. i'ouloJ the steamship New York in the Solent when leaving Sontharap- 
lon. That was at the outstiu'l of the maiden trip of this great steamer, the 
largest and most pahiliul afloat. The sud calastruphc that befcl the new 
steamer and those aboard is such as to point to neglect or recklessness on 


the part of the captain.

Moreover, when (he Car- 
pathia arrived at the point indicated by the wireless call for relief she 
i'oiuid only pieces of wreckage together with [he.life boats drifting around. 
Her first business was to pick up all the life boat's. It is p'resimicd thai the 
caplain learned from (he survivors Ibe falo of the Titanic and held the news 


until he gave it by wireless to the

of moderate speed and will doubtless also cause a prejudice against the 
extraordinary size of ihc liners.

But the matter of providing sufticicnt life boats and life rafts lo accom- 


modate I lie entire passenger list is one llmt must receive consideration with- 
out further delay. The life boals of the Titanic did not provide for more 
than one thousand persons, although, according to reporls, there were L>'JOO 
aboard. 
Ordinary precautions against .such disasters would indicate the 


necessity of adequate provision for taking off all on board in such an 
caicrgc-ncy; bul this is not the custom with the trans-Atlnnlic leviathans. 
The United titles government should insist upon such changes as may 
ensure greater.security in ocean travel whether this may require a change 


in route o;' better, equipment with safety appliances.
